sensitive file prior to the Senator's departure to Puerto Rico last week. He 
said he will be in touch with Senator Baker when he returns and plans to make 
a low-key suggestion to him that he might want to consider direct contact 
with Mr. Colby if he has any concerns or reservations about the Agency s 
relationship to any of the events in the Watergate affair. I stressed to Murphy 
that I was not suggesting that he do this, but of course, he was at liberty to 
make whatever suggestion he wished.
